Increased aid 
to students: 
maybe this year 

A bill providing for in- 
creased aid to university 
students will be among the 
first to be considered by the 
Quebec Legislative Assem- 
bly and it may possibly go 
into effect this year. 

The revised old pro- 
gram will be in the form 
of loans and non-refund- 
able bursaries which allçw 
the students to moke ends 
meet when their earnings 
are not sufficient to cover 
their costs. 

Loons of up to $700 and 
a bursary of up to $1,100 
will be given, allowing a 
maximum of $1,800. During 
the student's final year of 
college, he will be able to 
receive up to $2,000, $1,200 
of which would be a bur- 
sary. In hlgh-scKbol th^ al- 
lowance would be a moxi- 
nium of $1,500. 

Due to the 61,000 ap- 
plications for aid which 
have been received from 
Quebec students this year, 
the Department has decided 
not to send out acceptance 
forms until the new aid pro- 
gram i.s put into force, 
giving students the-bene'fit 
of the increased aid.

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McGill and the mind 

Otie out of every six hospital becis in 
Canada Is occupied by a patient suffering 
from mental illness, and the figures are 
expected to rise. On the McGill campus. Dr. 
Lohrenz, the head of the McGill Mental 
Health Service, sees 5% of the total enroll- 
ment each year. Only a very small fraction 
of these are suffering from "mental illness". 
These 5% and probably another 10 to 15% 
who have not as yet taken advantage of 
the dedicated help offered and who might 
benefit from it, are suffering from emotional 
problems, ranging from minor maladjust- 
ments to some rather serious ones^ A well 
organized Mental Health Service, they say, 
should handle 6 to 10% of enrollment. 

University students have to be prepared 
to face adjustment periods; independence 
and dépendance, vocational commitment 
(a commitment to themselves as to what 
role in society they see themselves playing), 
the setting up of their own moral and ethical 
codes, totally apart fron[T those imparted by 
their parents, and the adjusting to biolo- 
gical and sexual growth. 

These are areas that most often have 
developed into problems for the McGill stu- 



dents seeking help at the Health Service. 

Loneliness is hard to measure. Here at 
McGill, many freshmen are alrriost totally 
bewildered until Christmas, and then ispend 
the rest of the year' in a state of mild con- 
fusion. Freshmen are not the only ones. Our 
university is largely a commuter's island in 
an urban sea, which often leaves the stu- 
dent of many years at McGill with a feeling 
of impersonal indifference and a total lack 
of involvement. The big concrete Student 
Union appears a little awesome at first. 

Loneliness, however, is not an illness. It's 
a part of the nature of mankind, and each 
man must overcome it In his own way with 
all the personal resources at his disposal. 
What or who is responsible for the fact that 
as many as 10% of our university enroll- 
ment could benefit from professional at- 
tention ? Here's one man's opinion : 

"It may be that college students are 
miserable. At the same time, though, they 
are the largest leisure class in America. In 
comparison with the tiny numbers of im- 
mensely wealthy adults, they are more nu- 
merous qnd|f airly wealthy. They are our 
mass consumers of culture . . . and far from 
being exploited, they ride on the backs of 
all of us (adults), and they sometimes use 
spurs. . , ■ ' 



. . In short, the exploitation of youth 
is by its own ambitions, its ûwli 'contradic- 
tions, its own hopeless passions, its own 
destructive violence. 

"... Theje is a small but significant por- 
tion of this younger generation at open war 
with society. The aim of militant youth in 
this war is to force us (the older generation) 
into either of two untenable positions; con- 
servatism — the old hat, the fuddy duddy. 
Colonel Blimp; or radicalism — growing with 
the youngsters, trying to outdo them in the 
art of appearing youthful and up to date. 

"We hove in short been had by a num- 
ber of, adults who hove gained cheap ap- 
probation from young people by turning 
traitor, not to their èlass, since this is not 
a class struggle, but to their own wisdom." 
—"We Can't Appease the Younger Genera- 
tion", by Spencer -Brown, "The New York 
Times Magazine", Nov. 27, 1966, p. 56. 

When cornered on television, Robert 
Frost blurted out, "Yes, yes, yes. It's a ter- 
rible difficult time for a man to try to save 
his soul — about as difficult as it's always 
been." • 

Whether one seeks to excuse youth or to 
force it to look at itself in some sort of 
perspective, one is still faced with university 
students trying to cope in some meaningful 
sense with the real world. McGill University 
has the biggést and most effective psychia- 
tric facilities of any Canadian university. 
Those of us who ore in any sense prejudic- 
ed against using these facilities if the need 
should arise are ignorant, pure and simple. 
There is to be a Canadian College Health 
Association to provide similar services in 
pll Canadian Universities. 

This work is valuable and needed. Each 
of us, however, must do what he can, in 
every way he can, to help. For those of you 
who are at a loss as to what you can do, 
they say that kindness works wonders.

be "historical" or ."pbilosophlc- 
ai" in tiie method of research. 
However, "empifical" need not 
scare the student away, at least 
he need not have visions of giant 
computers eating him up. Empi. 
rical means, rather, an apprécia, 
lion of the facts as "social facts" 
capable of objective considéra» 
tion and measurement. At Mc. 
Gill, this program is geared to- 
ward giving the student a good 
basis for future graduate study 
or professional orientation. 

The "Area Development 
Centre" at McGill is another area 
of potential research for Socio* 
logy graduates, catering to in- 
tcrcsts in three broad geographic- 
al areas: the Carribean, West 
Africa, and South Asia. However, 
wo cannot isolate Sodology to a 
fixed field — it is a study which 
infiltrates the entire social or- 
der. Examples of this are Pro- 
fessor Solomon's research in 
Medical Sociology at the Mont* 
real Children's Hospital, Profes* 
sor Krohn's attempt to c'raclc the 
complexities of Urban Renewal, 
and Professor Pinard's research 
in Social Movements — • those 
mixtures of ideas and passions 
found most readily among the 
American Negro and the French 
Canadian during this decade. 

Why then do the rumors per- 
sist that Sociology reads like 
"good melodrama" or is bunk? 
My contact at the department 



explained it this way : "Students 
come into Sociology to learn 
about themselves, and the gla- 
mour stuff of deviance ..." A So-' 
clologist does not depreciate a 
finding by saying it Is obvious, 
but rather he would say : this is 
amazing; before it was only ob- 
vious, but now I see bow it lives, 
or how important this "little 
part" is to the whole complex 
called society.

Catholicism à go-go

"The Church is now permanently committed to reform," said Father Robert Polton yes- 
terday afternoon, "and this has frightened many Protestants." 
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Speaking before the Student 
Religious Liberals, Father Pelton 
discussed the new trends in Ro- 
man Catholicism and its commit- 
ment to reform. Stemming from 
the work of Cardinal Newman in 
the 10th Century, he explained, 
the Church has become more and 
more torn between conservatism 
and dynamism. The Church was 
created by an act of God and 
as a result it is as Jesus said, 
"Not of this world." On the other 
hand. Christians are actively in- 
volved in human evolution. The 
Church is an -occurrence, an his- 
torical event and as such it is 
definitely of this world. From 
this springs the dichotomy. 

Under such circumstances there 
are bound to be tensions between 
the two poles. In the last three 
or four hundred years the static 
clement of the Church prevailed, 
but recently theologians have 
come to see .it as something more 
than an unchanging truth. 

One of the most outsUnding 
expressions of the ever-gowing 
ecumenical dynamism i-s the 
change of off ic|al attitude toward 
non-Catholics and non-Christlans. 
It is now felt that a person, re- 
gardless of his religion, who di- 
recte his life according to his 
conscience and what he feels is 
the true will of God, can attain 



eternal salvation. On the other 
hand it is also félt^that' Catholic 
missionaries are ' necessary to 
better prepare non-Christians for 
salvation. Ignorance of the Will 
of God will not prevent salvation, 
but everyone has the right to be 
better prepared. 

This new religious tolerance is 
one step of the Church toward 
a projected Religious Unity, a 
unity of compromise among dif- 
ferent Christian secte but a grad- 
ual spontaneous union in God. 
"There are, certain dogma" said 
Father Pelton, "which are im- 
portent because I believe them 
to be true, but these should not 
be allowed to hinder communica- 
tion between Christians. 

Bishops are consciously at- 
tempting to clarify the Church, 
cleaning out a lot of debris in or- 
der to give the institution room 
for change, and a newer under- 
stendlng of itoelf. An example of 
this is the radical reformation of 
the Liturgy, which in the opinion 
of Father Pelton, Is not a final 
change but the beginning of 
many similar changes which will 
conUnualiy attempt to Improve 
the Church. 

As for more tengible Issues 
such as birth control and di- 
vorce, nothing concrete has been 
changed to;. daAe.^'«iiit^ere is 
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admittedly," he went on, "a de- 
finite movement within the 
Church by both clergy and lay- 
men for a better comprehension 
of the problem of birth control 
and the place of sexuality in 
marriage." Originally sex within 
marriage was considered Justi- 
fiable only for procreation, but 
today large numbers of clergy 
are accepting the fact that a 
sexual relationship can mean 
more to a marriage than produc- 
ing offspring. 

The newest objective of the 
Catholic Church, Father Pelton 
stressed, la not to convert the 
world but to heal it, to servo 
humanity, to bind up the wounds 
that have been inflicted upon 
society by sin and Ignorance.

One would have to go back to 
August Comte, or the early eco- 
nomists or for that matter Hero- 
ditus to Isolate the motif which 
characterizes Sociology, "it be- 
ing one of the social sciences, 
which approaches the study of 
man from the influence of his 
relationship within groups." We 
notice that a person is rarely 
isolated but finds himself sur> 
rounded and very much a part 
of groups, whether they be eth* 
nic, religious, familial or the 
cliques in the McGill Union. How- 
ever, my spolcesmon emphasized, 
"a Sociologist is first and fore- 
most a scientist; as such he is 
not concerned with reforming 
the world or pleading causes, 
rather his work Is to study man's 
behaviour and so service those 
who are implementing action 
within the community." 

A student specializing in So- 
ciology can consider either teach- 
ing and/or research as an occu- 
pation. Research need not be 
restricted to the university. In 
fact corporations, government 
agencies (U.N.), and private 
foundations are all now consider- 
ing the contributions of the So- 
ciologist at a par with the psy- 
chologisl or the economist. 

McGill's department is essen- 
tially empirically oriented, as 
distinguished from some of the 
European schools which tend to 



al" in the method of research. 
However, "empirical" need not 
scare the student away, at least 
he need not have visions of giant 
computers eating him up. Empi- 
rical means, rather, an apprecia- 
tion of the facts as "social facts" 
capable of objective considera- 
tion and measurement. At Mc- 
Gill, this program is geared to- 
ward giving the student a good 
basis for future graduate study 
or professional orientation. 

The "Area Development 
Centre" at McGill is another area 
of potential research for Socio- 
logy graduates, catering to in- 
terests in three broad geographic- 
al areas: the Carribean, West 
Africa, and South. Asia. However, 
we cannot isolate Sociology to a 
fixed field — it Is a study which 
infiltrates the entire social or- 
der. Examples of this arc Pro- 
fessor Solomon's research in 
Medical Sociology at the Mont- 
real Children's Hospital, Profes- 
sor Krohn's attempt to crack the 
complexities of Urban Renewal, 
and Professor Pinard's research 
in Social Movements — those 
mixtures of ideas and passions 
found most readily among the 
American Negro and the French 
Canadian during this decade. 

Why then do the rumors per- 
sist that Sociology reads like 
"good melodrama" or is bunk ?

Catholicism à go-go

"The I Church Is now permanently committed to reform," said Father Robert Pollon yes- 
terday afternoon, "and this has frightened many Protestants." 



Speaking before the Student 
Religious Liberals, Father Pelton 
discussed the new trends in Ro- 
man Catholiciam and its commit- 
ment to reform. Stemming from 
the work of Cardinal Newman in 
the 10th Century, he explained, 
the Church has liecome more and 
more torn between conservatism 
and dynamism. The Church was 
created by an act of God and 
as a result it is as Jesus said, 
"Not of this world." On the other 
hand, Christians are actively in- 
volved In human evolution. The 
Church is an occurrence, an his- 
torical event and as such it is 
definitely of this world. From 
this springs the dichotomy. 

Under such circumstances there 
itrc bound to be tensions between 

three 




eternal salvation. Onjhe other 
hand, it ia also felt.thait Catholic 
missionaries are ' necessary to 
better prepare non-Christiana for 
salvation. Ignorance of the Will 
of God will not prevent salvation, 
but everyone has the right to be 
better prepared. 

This new religious tolerance is 
one step of the Church toward 
a projected Religious Unity, a 
unity of compromise among dif- 
ferent Christian'seets but a grad- 
ual spontaneous union in God. 
''There are, certain dogma" said 
Father Pelton, "which are im- 
portant because I believe them 
to be true, but these should not 
be allowed to hinder communica- 
tion between Christians. 

Bishops are consciously at- 
tejnpting to clarify the Church, 
" caning out a lot of debris in or- 
'dr to give the institution room 
'jr change, and a newer under- 
tandlng of itself. An^numple of 
:iia is the radical râTornutlon of 
ie Liturgy, which in the opinion 
f Father Pelton, is not a final 
hange but the beginning of 
lany similar changes which will 
ontinualiy attempt to improve 
he Church. 

As for more tangible issues 
lUch as birth control and di- 
orce, nothing concrete has been 
hanged to date. "But there is 
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admittedly," he went on, "a de- 
finite movement within the 
Church by both clergy and lay- 
men for a better comprehension 
of the problem of birth control 
and the place of sexuality in 
marriage." Originally sex within 
marriage was considered Justi- 
fiable only for procreation, but 
today large numbers of clergy 
are accepting the fact that a 
sexual relationship can mean 
more to a marriage than produc- 
ing offspring. 

The newest objective of the 
Catholic Church, Father Pelton 
stressed, is not to conmtj^the 
world but to heal i^â^rve 
humanity, to bind up the wounds 
that have been Inflicted upon 
society by sin and ignorance.

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COURSE SURVEY 
IN YEAR TWO

"Students against Professors"; 
this was the ridiculous attitude 
which was talcen by Leslie Ro> 
berts of the>MontreaI Star con- 
cerning thé ''Course Survey '66, 
with little Icnowlcdgc or insight 
into what had actually been ac- 
complished by the Survey. 

The aim of the survey is to ac- 
cumulate and analyze the stu- 
dents' opinions on courses and 
their merits. Moreover, it is a 
guide to both professors and stu- 
dents alike interested in the 
courses offered at McGill. 

Much criticism has been di- 
rected at the editor of the 1960 
Course Guide for editorializing 
rather than revealing actual sta- 
tistics. It was called "slanderous" 
by some, but "franic and to the 
point" and "the beginning of a 
dialogue (which) marks the first 
sign of a healthy vitality in the 
educational process" by others. 

Although the questionnaire 
took four months to compile, and 
had the help of a few professors 
trained in this field and the sug- 
gestions of the faculty, it was 
found to be -lacking in many 
respects. Certain questions were 
irrelevant, and some which would 
have been useful were omitted. 
This year, the questionnaire will 
be reviewed and condensed. The 
questions will not be ambiguous, 
and we will not ask you to eva- 
luate conferences — particularly 
when you have none in that 
course ! 

We arc this year extending 
the survey to cover 375 courses, 
including all courses in second, 
third, and fourth year Arts, 
Science and Commerce. The sur- 
vey will be conducted over a two- 
week period during late Februa- 
ry and early March. 

The Administration and the 
majority of professors have en- 
dorsed the Course Survey. Many 
have submitted suggestions 
which arc proving most useful 
in planning the format of this 
year's survey. We hope that ma- 
ny more professors and students 
will take a deeper interest in 
this invaluable student service. 
Suggestions are welcome, and 
may be handed in at the Univer- 
sity Centre switch-board, c/o 
Dave Stollmcyer, Course Survey. 

As you know, many professors 
have altered their course curri- 
culum as a result of student sug- 
gestions expressed in last year's 
Course Guide. Class enrollment 
has changed as a direct result 
of course rating. 

But this brings us to the posi- 
tion of the professors. A profes- 
sor is not going to be promoted 
into the top rank and file if he 
docs not publish, but at McGill, 
thank God, he will at least not 
perish. Yet to whom is he res- 
ponsible ? At the undergraduate 
level, I feel he is responsible to 
the students in his classes. At 
the graduate level, and, the Ad- 
ministration may argue, at all 
levels, he is responsible to the 
Administration and to his re- 
search. 

Nonetheless, the Survey must 
continue, for if we find similar 
comments and statistical data 
concerning students' grievances 

towards certain aspects of a 
course, then obviously something 



must be done to rectify the situ- 
ation. The students are those who 
are most affected by the teaching 
of a course, and it is they who 
have the responsibility of main- 
taining certain standards In the 
courses at this university.

Saturday Night, Sunday Morning 

The spectacular fire In which two psriihed last 
Saturday night at the Carleton Apartments on Sherbrooke 
Street, on the southern edge of the "Students Ghetto", hat 
once again dramatically pointed out the slum conditions 
under which McGill students are living. 

An Investigation by the Fire Department and Dally 
reporters has brought to light several shoclcing condltionss 
the building was condemned and scheduled for demolition, . 
the fire escape was padlocked, there were structural flaws 
evident, all five of the infernal fire hoses were Inoperative, 
and the electrical wiring was in inferior condition. Yet in 
spite of this, the Fire Department had not closed down the 
building and ordered the occupants out. In fact the McGill 
Rooms Registry Service, who presumably sends its own 
inspectors out to ensure that the rooms are fit for students, 
had referred students lo Ihe buildingi - 

It is readily apparent from all this that McGill students 
cannot rely on being protected from firetrap conditions by 
either the Municipal Government of Montreal . or those 
McGill agencies concerned with student housing. For this 
is not the first time that fires causing death have occurred 
in the Student Ghetto, area. Witness thé blaze at the Brome 
Apartment* on Aylmer Street which left one dead, and 
from which several students barely escaped. But the worst 
Is that it is not just the owners of marginal buildings who, 
through their profiteering policies, skimp on safety; . 
"Le Beau Rivage", a modern high-rise on Hutchison Street, 
operated by the Hudson Management Company, has hod 
continual problems with the elevators, culminoting In a 
false alarm lost Thursday which could hove been another 
tragedy. The entire area has been plagued by numerous 
fires, most of which hove been brought under swift control 
by the efficient Montreal Fire Department. If Is rumoured 
that the Chief is now sufficiently disgusted by Ihe situation 
to begin massive safely checks throughout the entire area 
and order the most obvious firetrops evacuated. But this 
is only talk, and action is what is needed now. 

Only organized student lobbying pressure con hope to 
correct the situation. For an immediate slop.gap measure, 
I suggest that the Students' Council expand its present 
Housing Board to Include the hearing of complaints from 
students on fire hazards. At present the Board Is mainfy 
concerned with price prôfiteering by landlords: Certainly - 
this added function would be appropriate, for the Board 
could exert selective pressure against slumlords by organ. 
Izing student boycotts. 

The only I6ng!run measure which would eliminate' 
the fire problem once and for all is the construction of 
co-operative student housing. This is a crying need In a 
University where only ten percent of the campus lives In 
University residences, with a good part of the rest at the 
mercy of slumlords, who hove no qualms about exploiting 
them since they are both unorganized and economically 
unable to rent elsewhere. Hence, the Housing Board should 
establish a Commission to investigate this matter and, 
perhaps in conjunction with the City Government organize 
such projects. 

In the meantime students will have to rely mainly 
on themselves in the event of fire. The. obvious preventative 
steps are to check the location 'and aecetsibility of the fire : 
escapes, hoses, extinguishers, and the; likeIrAnJ;anpjiiymous 
tip lo the Fire Department . will . he|p;^.in^elèlanlng;;j'i/p the. 
more atrocious inadequacies, while' exempttng^^ 
from reprisals such as eviction. If it appears: that^^^rajd. 
not readily escape In easei ; of f Ire^ the 'purchase .of ^SÎSul 
length of rope, tiiitably affixed to o ractlatcir or.othersolid 
object, will serve nicely as on improvised fira^escape.^ . 

In Retrospect, I con tee why Montreal doesn't hove a 
great slum-clearance program; they don't need one. After 
all, the firemen serve just as well. And who cores if a 
couple of McGill studenti burn to death in the proceis? 
Isn't that the price of progress?

It is rare to find top talent on a cellar dwelling football 
team, but Peter Howlett proves to be that exception. 

McGill's dismal OS league re- invited to speak at a recent Mc- 



cord contrasts sharply with the 
exciting brand of football they 
displayed at their Queen's and 
Toronto home games. However, 
the McGill squad couldn't over- 
come the inexperience of the 
squad and general lack of size 
and speed needed to make them 
a contender. 

Despite the difficulties faced 
by McGill's "petit" front line 
(they were usually outweighed 
an average of 20 lbs. per man), 
Howlett managed to bull his way 
to 75% of McGill's yards on the 
ground. In fact, this hard driv- 
ing fullback was McGill's top 
ground gainer for two seasons. 

Last year he was voted the 
M.V.P. of the conference and 
won the Omega Award. This 
year he earned O.Q.A.A. All-Star 
rating on the first team and was 
voted McGill's M.V.P. 

In his fourth year of law, and 
having completed his fast season 
with the' Rcdmen, Hewlett has 
expressed a desire to play for a 
professional team. 

It is interesting for McGill 
fans to . note the comments of 
this four year Icltcrman, on the 
past season. As Co-Captain, along 
with Dick Tucker, Howlett was

His answer to "What's the mat- 
ter with Old McGill", could be 
summed up in his following 
statement. 

"We've got to be more aware 
of the attitudes and systems 
adopted by other league 
members.

This question was not actual- 
ly put to the players, because It 
was felt that maybe they would 
bo too (aclful to speak out. The 
fact still remains that one of 
(hem, Marty Wcngcr, did play 
football this year for the N.D.G. 
Maple Leafs. This indisputable 
premise could lead to one con- 
elusion, that Marty Wcnger did 
not want to play for McGill yet 
still wanted to play football. It 
would also only seem logical that 
he would want to play in the 
highest calibre league his talents 
would enable him to porticipate 
in.

for hiring a full-time coach was 
for the purposes of recruiting. 
Mr. Mooney has been retained 
for an extra year because it was 
felt that he did not have enough 
material to work with. While 
this may be true, the fact still 
remains that it was his respon- 
sibility to get these players. 

Scrimmages are fine in the 
pre-scason training period. Pro- 
fessional teams with the best 
coaching material available, find 
it sometimes profitable to scrim- 
mage once a week. Why then, 
arc the .Redmen forced to scrim- 
mage thTcelimes a week ? Sure- 
ly Vinco Lombard!, Blanlon Col- 
lier et al are more qualified to 
judge this. 

It has been said that the team 
that sleeps together wins togeth- 
er. Check any Friday night be- 
fore Saturday's game. The play- 
er who so strongly objected to 
this rule also summed up his 
argument with the following sta- 
tement, "I wonder if the Green 
Bay Packers also sleep together 
before their games." 

This same player also pointed 
out that while Mr. Mooney makes 
an excellent line coach, his qual- 
ifications as head coach are 
doubtful, to say the least 

Mr. Mooney's technical skills 
will not be questioned here, how- 



ever. The point of this column 
is, rather, to point out one basic 
fact — that the players are not 
here on an athletic scholarship, 
but rather are playing both be- 
cause they like football, and be- 
cause they want to present their 
school. If these players were 
here on an athletic scholarship, 
then it would be more or less 
their job to play football. This is 
not the case at McGilL 

Players participating in. inter- 
collegiate sports, with the above- 
mentioned reasons as their mo- 
tivating factors, should not be 
subject to the abuse leveled at 
them by the head coach. One 
need look no further back than 
to last year when both Glen St. 
John and Don Taylor, who put 
in several years of fine service 
with the McGill athletic depart- 
ment, were severely criticized 
for the quality of their play. 
Private criticism often serves a 
worthwhile purpose, but I fail 
to see any purpose or justice in 
addressing this criticism to the 
players via the Montreal Star. 

Does anyone want a more re- 
cent example ? Name — George 
Lengvari. Given the same cir- 
cumstances and reason as to why 
this ex-captain of the basketball 
team was playing, and given al- 
so the fact : that he ■ was • in , bis 



last year of Law School, for what 
logical purpose would this same 
coach throw him off the team 
for missing a practice because 
of a cocktail party which the 
law firm he was going to work 
for was giving for him. 

The fault, perhaps, is that of 
the people who hired him. The 
mistake was in hiring an Amer- 
ican who is used to dealing with 
players who arc on athletic scho- 
larships with ultimate intentions 
of becoming professionals. When 
this is their primary reason for 
playing football, school becomes 
secondary. 

The situation here is reversed. 
School is the primary concern of 
these athletes, and it is unfair 
to expect a coach who has had 
a completely different training 
to be able to fit Into such a pro- 
gram. It is equally unfair, how- 
ever, to have this same man 
come into this unfamiliar do- 
main, ignore the ground rules, 
and expect his players to follow, 
suit. This is especially true when 
you consider that the coach has 
not come anywhere near gaining 
the necessary rapport with his 
players to even expect such sup- 
port. 

The purpose of this column is 
not to question the technical skill 
of Mr. Mooney as a coach. It is 
intended, rather, to criticize his 
relationship to and treatment of 
the students who are playing for 
him. Mr. Mooney, you are a vic- 
tim of de-emphasis, but these 
arc the conditions under which 
you signed your contract.
